FYI  - Preliminary  results  for  all  nine  Metals  samples,  including  three  needing  digestion. 


For  drinking  water  samples,  the  action  level  for  lead  is  0.015  mg/L.  Note  that  the  three  digested 
samples  (lower  half  of  the  spreadsheet)  show  between  3 and  5 times  the  action  level,  while  the 
six  samples  that  were  undigested  show  considerably  lower  levels  of  lead.
